PHYSICAL FITNESS 


Harry Ells recognizes the Presidential Fitness Test 
as an effective and important means to develop the 
body and mind of the young people. Physical fitness 
is not only constructive to the body and mind, but is 
also enjoyable and enriching. 

Before the actual testing, the students are allowed 
two weeks to prepare. The test includes 25 stations 
arranged in the gym which prepare the muscles, 
blood system and build endurance. 

The test consists of the following: standing long 
jump, bent knee sit-ups, side-step coordination, 
chair push-ups, pull-ups, bent arm hang, and jog 
walk. 

The Presidential Fitness Award is given to all the 
participants who score 85% in all the tests. The 
Richmond Unified School District Award is presented 
to all participants who score 90% or over in all the 
tests.
